It  is,  unquestionably,  one  of  the  moat 
assuring  i 
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symptom*  of  the  prosperity  of 
mankind  in  this  future,  that  there  are  in 
the  present  era  se  many  distinguished 
and  philosophic  minds  ..engaged  in  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  field  of  educational  inquiry. 
Educational  literature,  already  large,  is 
annually  increasing  by  the  acquisition  ef 
books,  pamphlets,  and  periodicals.  Ia  ad¬ 
dition  to  thin  the  local  press  ef  the 
l  nited  States  very  generally  gives  a  co¬ 
lumn  each  week  to  the  discussion  and  ad¬ 
vancement  of  educational  interests.  Yet, 
notwithstanding  these  increasing  activi¬ 
ties.  the  full  importance  of  the  subject  Is 
rarely  comprehended,  lor  the  safety  of  the 
republic  and  the  foaedations  of  order, 
as  well  as  the  solution  of  the  intricate 
problems  of  social  science  and  of  politi¬ 
cal  and  domestic  economy,  are  dependent 
thereon.
